Change comes slowly to the game of baseball, and for this, fans and 
players alike are grateful. 

Like the game played on its field, Tiger Stadium has been one of the 
game's great constants in many ways. Every spring or summer day for the last 
103 seasons, fans driving by the corner of Michigan and Trumbull Avenues 
had a 50-50 chance of being able to pull their car (or horse) over to catch a 
game featuring the local Detroit nine. 

With new Comerica Park slated to open next season, there has been no 
time this century of greater change for Detroit's baseball landscape. Tiger 
Stadium, with its official opening listed as April 20, 1912, has been home to 
most of Detroit's greatest baseball events, including six World Series and 
home field action for 11 Tiger Hall-of-Famers. 

As we prepare to move into a new era, it is important to note that Tiger 
Stadium, landmark that it is, has seen a tremendous amount of change since 
the early days. In fact, American League President Will Harridge in the quote 
listed above was in part referencing a variety of upgrades at Tiger Stadium 
that elevated it to what was at the time one of the circuit's more modern parks. 

“There were many American League club owners who did not wait until the 
public clamored for larger and more comfortable stands,” Harridge continued in 
1938. “In fact, they beat the public to it, being far-seeing and eager to 
anticipate the demand of their clientele.” 

Eager to provide the public with the game's finest facility, the Tigers 
embrace the building of new Comerica Park‘and look forward to April of 2000. 
To understand what lies ahead, however, we canlearn much by looking back. 
As we-do so, we appreciate the history, lessons learned and progress made 
through, 103. years of baseball at “The Corner.” 


_ Built on the site of an old haymarket, the first park at the comer of 
Michigan and Trumbull was mainly a covered grandstand with “wildcat” 
bleachers in the outfield behind the wall. Hundreds of fans crammed into the 
illegal bleachers which were erected across the street, only slightly deterred by 
cloth “drapes” which were hung behind the outfield wall as a visual impediment. 

The first date of play at the facility was April 28, 1896, making “The 
Corner’ the oldest home to pro baseball in the world. Detroit defeated the 
Columbus Senators that day, 17-2, at Bennett Park. The stadium, which 
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The Navin Field construction crew used sandbags in 1923 to test the soundness of the 
park's new upper deck. 


seated 8,000, was named after Charlie Bennett, a catcher on Detroit's National 
League teams in the 1880s who was crippled in a freak streetcar accident. 

The first major league game for the Tigers was also played at Bennett 
Park on April 25, 1901, when Detroit made its American League debut and 
defeated Milwaukee, 14-13, in front of an overflow crowd of 10,000, In those 
early days, fans often ringed the outfield behind ropes when grandstand 
seating overflowed. 

The Tigers, still in their infancy, provided fans at little Bennett Park with 
plenty of highlights, including consecutive World Series appearances in 1907, 
1908 and 1909, Fans jammed the little park for post-season play, but 
attendance could hardly inch north of 10,000 for home games compared to 
more than 20,000 at opponents’ facilities. For the 1909 World Series, 
temporary bleachers increased capacity to around 17,000, but few in 
attendance could have been comfortable with the experience. 

By 1911, given the popularity of the Tigers and a population explosion in 
Detroit, the situation became unmanageable. Further, little Bennett Park paled 
in comparison to the amenities and seating offered in other American League 
parks. As a result, team owner Frank Navin decided to raze the old stands and 
build a new facility to bring the Detroit franchise in line with the other American 
League clubs. At a cost of about $300,000, Navin Field was built on the same 
location as the previous park, though home plate was moved from what now is 
right field to its present location. 


“MASSES AND CLASSES FILL STANDS AND OVERFLOW” 
— Detroit News Tribune headline, April 21, 1912 

On April 20, 1912, the new facility opened with some 24,384 fans jammed 
into a park with a listed capacity of 23,000. In the game, the Tigers rallied past 
Cleveland, 6-5, in 11 innings, including a typical steal of home plate by Ty 
Cobb in the Tigers’ first at-bat. Much attention, however, was diverted in 
newspapers the next morning by news of the sinking of the Titanic. 

William Hunt, covering the opening for The Detroit News Tribune, 
described Opening Ceremonies for the grand lady: “The Tigers and others 
started on the march across the field to the big flagpole in the center where the 
Stars and Stripes and the Board of Commerce flag were hoisted to the breeze. 
There was some roar too as the flags went up...it made a hole in the 
atmosphere like a dozen Niagaras.” 

With the essential layout remaining the same today, the opening of Navin 
Field in 1912 was widely recognized as the beginning of Tiger Stadium. 
Fenway Park also opened on April 20 of that season, giving Detroit and 
Boston the two oldest major league ballparks (followed by Chicago's Wrigley 
Field in 1914), 

The changes in 1912, however, were shortlived. Over the next 26 years, 
three more major expansions and renovations changed the look and name of 
the facility. While the additions were necessary, the original 1912 plans did not 
anticipate such change, and the facility was challenged to accommodate the 
dramatic updates to the structure. 


In 1923, the original stands from first-to-third base were double-decked 
(increasing capacity to 30,000) and a press box was built on the roof. Further 
improvements were slated to be made with $150,000 in World Series proceeds 
from the 1935 champions, including the addition of a second level to the 
bleachers and rightfield pavilion. Before this could be accomplished, however, 
Navin passed away, and Walter Briggs gained complete ownership of the club. 
One of his first moves was to carry out Navin's wishes, and the improved 
facility with room for 36,000 was unveiled to the public on Opening Day in 1936. 

Nearly before the expansion was complete, Briggs decided further 
improvements were necessary. In 1938, Cherry Street, the northern boundary 
of the park, was closed, enabling the completion of larger, double-decked 
stands in left and centerfield that essentially enclosed the park, Renamed 
Briggs Stadium, seating was enlarged by nearly half to 53,000, giving the 
facility the basic structure that remains today. 


FOOTBALL AND NIGHTBALL 


Also in 1938, the Detroit Lions began a relationship with the stadium, 
playing their home games at the facility. From 1934 (the beginning of the 
Lions) through 1937, the football team's home was at the University of Detroit 
Stadium, a facility that it returned to for one season in 1940. Other than that, 
each Lions home contest from 1938 through 1974 was played at the corner of 
Michigan and Trumbull. 

In 1948, a field lighting system was installed, making the stadium the last 
in the American League to install lights. Then in 1961, when John Fetzer 
assumed club ownership, the name of the facility was officially changed to 
Tiger Stadium. 

In the last 31 seasons, Tiger Stadium has been home to a pair of 
additional World Series champions in 1968 and 1984. The 1968 club was the 
first in Tiger history to achieve the two million mark in attendance, and the 
1984 club used a 35-5 start out of the gate to attract a club-record 2,704,794 
fans, Since her opening in 1912, more than 100 million fans have passed 
through Tiger Stadium's turnstiles. 

Several improvements to the infrastructure have been made since the last 
major expansion, but the old park has essentially remained unchanged in 
terms of seating. Renovations in 1979 and 1980 resulted in the addition of an 
electronic scoreboard and new seats and bleachers. In 1993, “Tiger Plaza” 
was constructed, featuring a food court, souvenir shops, patio area and ticket 
booth at the corner of Michigan and Trumbull. 

Memories of Tiger Stadium abound, with a great many revolving around 
some feature of the park. Who can forget Mark “The Bird" Fidrych smoothing 
out the pitching mound dirt or Reggie Jackson sending a rocket through the 
right field light standard in the 1971 All-Star Game? 

Memories such as these will join events long forgotten as the history of 
Tiger Stadium takes one last turn. Looking to that final contest, we celebrate 
the past in closing a long and memorable chapter of Detroit baseball. 

Simultaneously, however, we embrace the future as new text will be written 
within the confines of a new home at the corner of Montcalm and Witherell.

Opening in the Year 2000, Detroit's Newest Gem Promises a 
Baseball Experience Like No Other for Tigers Fans 


As the Tigers prepare to say goodbye to their home since 1912, Comerica 
Park is rising from a foundation downtown, approximately one mile from the 
corner of Michigan and Trumbull. 

After years of work in lining up funding, building coalitions and drawing 
plans, the building phase of Comerica Park began on October 29, 1997, as 
more than 60 officials broke ground in front of an enthusiastic gathering of fans 
and dignitaries. And in December of 1998, the Tigers entered into an 
agreement with one of Detroit's most well-known institutions, Comerica Bank, 
in naming the new ballpark. 

The new facility, slated to be open in April of 2000, promises to combine 
the best of baseball's old and new parks, ensuring that the city will have a 
building that includes the latest amenities while embracing the great historical 
nature of Detroit's downtown architecture. 

The park will have an intimate feel recalling the best features of facilities 
from the game's past, and the open-air design and layout will provide a 
stunning view of Detroit's downtown skyline. Additional development for the 
area surrounding Comerica Park is already underway. Included is a 
commitment for a Hard Rock Cafe to be built no further than a strong 
rightfielder's throw from Comerica Park's gates along Columbia Street. 

Discussion for a new stadium began many years ago, but it took the 
dedication of not only Tigers, government and civic officials but also the 
tremendous support of Detroit and Wayne County residents to make the 
project a reality. Voters also approved funding for the addition of a downtown 
domed football stadium to sit beside Comerica Park. Having played games at 
Tiger Stadium from 1938-74, the Detroit Lions football team, as a result, was 
able to plan on a return to downtown. 

The design team of Detroit-based Smith, Hinchman and Grylls along with 
HOK Sport and the Rockwellgroup serve as architects for Comerica Park, 
while Hunt-Turner-White are the general contractors. 

Tigers’ owner Mike llitch will contribute approximately $180 million to the 
project, with Sumitomo Bank leading a syndication of banks (also including 
Societe General, First Chicago NBD, Provident Bank of Maryland, First of 
America Bank, Standard Federal Bank and Michigan National Bank) for $145 
million in financing. Public financing participants for the facility include the 
Michigan Strategic Fund (infrastructure), City of Detroit Downtown 
Development Authority and Wayne County. 


Seating Capacity 

Capacity for Comerica Park will be just over 40,000. There will be 
approximately 30,000 chair seats, 3,000 club seats, 2,000 suite seats and 
5,000 bleacher seats. There will be 23,000 seats in the lower bowl of 
Comerica Park and 2,000 in the two suite levels. There will be 11,000 in the 
main upper deck, which runs from the left field foul line to just past first base, 
and 4,000 more in an intermediate upper deck down the right field line. 


Skyline Views 

One of the initial tasks in designing Comerica Park was arranging its 
orientation. A priority in determining the layout of the park was to incorporate 
views of downtown Detroit for those taking in the game. With no upper level 
seats in the outfield, Comerica Park will have an unobstructed view of the 
Detroit skyline. 


Pedestrian Flow and Urban Design 

With the field of play recessed below ground, fans will walk from street 
level directly into the main concourse of Comerica Park. The park's design 
calls for it to meet the outside world seamlessly, with constant activity in the 
park and the surrounding grounds and on into Foxtown and downtown Detroit. 


The Hall of Fame Museum Walk 

One of the most interesting features of Comerica Park will be a Hall of 
Fame Museum Walk, enveloping the entire circumference of the main 
concourse area. Touring the main concourse, fans will be taken through time 
on a tour of baseball and lifestyle history. The concourse will be divided into 
different eras from the 20th century, and as fans progress on their walk, they 
move into a different time frame of history. Décor and artifacts will reflect each 
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Among the entertainment options provided for fans at Comerica Park will be a Detroit 
Tigers-themed carousel for children, 
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A 16,000 square foot, open-air Beer Garden on the third-base side of the concourse will 
provide views of the field and will adjoin an enclosed microbrewery restaurant and a large 
banquet facility. 


era, with paintings on the walls and baseball artifacts related to that specific 
time in history on display. There will be interactive exhibits as well. 


Scoreboard 


Comerica Park will feature a main scoreboard larger than any other facility in 
existence. The face of the structure, in fact, will be equivalent to the size of the 
face of the Fox Theatre Office Building facing Woodward Avenue (198' wide). 


Concessions Facilities and Food Court 

Typical ballparks have a point of sale (register) for every 200 fans; 
Comerica Park will abbreviate the wait with one point of sale for every 125 
fans. Concessions (including those for premium seating and suites) will be 
under the direction of Olympia Entertainment, Inc (OE)). 

In addition to the concession areas built into the concourses, there will be 
a large, open-air food court off the first-base side of the main concourse. In the 
middle of the food court, a merry-go-round carousel will be available to young 
fans. A 16,000 square foot, open-air patio behind the third-base side of the 
main concourse will feature a Beer Garden. 

The Beer Garden will be elevated slightly to provide views of the field 
below. Adjoining the beer garden will be an enclosed microbrewery restaurant 
and a large banquet facility.

An Urban Village 


Comerica Park itself is built around the configuration of the playing field. 
All planning efforts established fan site lines as the highest priority. The 
surrounding “outbuildings,” however, conform to the property boundaries of 
Montcalm, Witherell, Adams and Brush Streets. 

As one enters these boundaries, Comerica Park appears rooted at the 
center of an urban village, a village that includes shops, restaurants, offices 
and other attractions. Eight two- and three-story structures of varying sizes and 
heights make up this village of outbuildings which houses many of the service 
facilities surrounding the park. Roughly 70,000 square feet of retail space is 
included, and another 36,000 square feet is dedicated to Tigers’ offices. 

The result is a landscape that blends into the surrounding street life of 
Foxtown and the development planned for Columbia Street. Rather than 
constructing a stadium that dominates the city's skyline, Comerica Park and its 
surrounding development will be an urban development consistent in scale, 
function and design with the rebirth of the downtown area. 


Gated Entrances 


There will be three main gated entrances to Comerica Park, each featuring 
attractions on a grand scale. Life size statues of Tiger players will be located 
near the entrances. Sixty and eighty-foot baseball bats will serve as gateways 
to the park, and large Tiger sculptures will “guard” the entrances. Thirty 
sculpted Tiger heads will be inset into the exterior fagade of the park, with 
each Tiger holding a lighted baseball in its clenched jaw. Additional 
decorations include Tiger scratch pilasters and locally crafted Pewabic tile 
accents. People walking outside the grounds along Adams Street (in the 
outfield) will enjoy a view of the action of playing field.

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Boasting a Legion of Legends That Reads Like a Who's Who of Baseball, 
the Detroit Tigers Enter Their 99th Year in the American League 


The 1998 season saw the Detroit Tigers complete their 98th year of 
American League play. One of the most successful franchises in the history of 
the major leagues, the Tigers have posted the second-most all-time American 
League wins, behind only the New York Yankees. 

Joining Boston, Chicago and Cleveland as the only charter members of the 
American League, the Tigers’ history actually pre-dates the beginnings of the 
league itself. Detroit professional baseball dates to 1881 when the city sported 
a franchise, known alternately as the Wolverines or simply the Detroits, for the 
first of eight seasons in the National League. One of those clubs, the 1887 
entry, won the league's title and went on to take 10-of-15 games from the 
American Association champion St. Louis club in a cross-country playoff 
series. 

After the National League club moved to Cleveland following the 1888 
season, the city was home to various minor league clubs through 1900. It was 
during this time, however, that the foundation for today's Tigers was laid. 

In 1894, baseball legend Ban Johnson, who later would go on to serve 27 
years as the American League's first President, awarded Detroit a slot in the 
reorganized Western League. It was a significant move because just six years 
later Johnson changed the name to the American League and gained major 
league status for the circuit in 1901. 

It was also in those early years that the Detroit baseball club first became 
known as the Tigers. Some baseball historians credited Philip J. Reid, editor of 
the Detroit Evening News, with first using the name in print in 1896. The 
team's manager that same season, George Stallings, also took credit for 
initiating the nickname because, he said, the black-and-brown stockings he put 
on his players reminded the fans of “Tiger Stripes.” 

lt appears, however, that the name dates back one year earlier, a year 
before Stallings became manager, and has been credited to an unidentified 
headline writer at the Detroit Free Press. 

“Strouther’s Tigers Showed Up Very Nicely” read a headline in the paper 
on April 16, 1895. The same page also listed a series of baseball notes, 
headed by “Notes of the Detroit Tigers of 1895." The name caught on, and the 
Detroit Tigers were officially christened. 


Under Johnson's leadership, the American League in 1901 declared that it 
would conduct business as a major league. Unlike predecessors such as the 
Union Association, the fledgling league would not only survive but thrive, and 
the Detroit Tigers played a major role as the game took on its modern shape. 

On April 24, 1901, the Tigers prepared to take to the field for their first 
official American League game. A standing room only crowd was anticipated at 
Bennett Park, but unpredictable weather postponed the opening by a day. 

On that historic afternoon in front of 10,000 fans, the Tigers entered the 
ninth inning trailing Milwaukee, 13-4, A series of hits and miscues followed, 
moving the score to 13-12 with two runners on. With two out, Tiger Frank 
“Pop” Dillon faced reliever Bert Husting, and the lefthanded hitter rapped a 
two-run double to complete a 14-13 comeback win. 

Owned by hotel man and Wayne County Sheriff James D, Burns, the first- 
year Tigers posted a record of 74-61, finishing in third place. The next season, 
the club was sold and plunged to seventh place as rumors swirled of a 
possible franchise relocation. Though the club did not fare particularly well on 
the field in succeeding years, the franchise weathered the storm and stabilized 
near the middle of that first decade. 

The 1905 season was a remarkable one for the organization In that It 
marked the first in a Detroit uniform for Tyrus Raymond Cobb, the most 
famous Tiger of all. Acquired in exchange for pitcher Eddie Cicotte and $700 
from Augusta of the Sally League (plus an additional $50 for “immediate 
delivery"), Cobb played the first of his 3,033 major league games on August 
30, 1905. He would remain with the Tigers for 22 years, and when he retired in 
1928, he had collected more records than any player in major league history. 

The 1907 season saw the emergence of two individuals, neither of them 
players, who would both play significant roles in turning the fortunes of the 
young Tigers. One was Frank Navin, who began as a bookkeeper with the 
franchise in 1902 before acquiring a full half interest ownership in the club and 
becoming team president. After Ban Johnson's retirement in 1927, Navin came 
to be regarded by many as the most powerful man in the American League. 
The other was Hughie Jennings, a keen judge of talent who 
would lead the club to three consecutive league J 
championships as one of the most colorful managers in 
major league history. 

That same 1907 season, the Tigers won their first 
pennant, taking the American League by one and one- 
half games with a mark of 92-58. A disappointing loss to 
the Cubs in the World Series followed. 

The next two years the Tigers repeated their 


regular-season successes, winning league titles ‘ 
both seasons. Like 1907, however, the club was 
defeated by Chicago and Pittsburgh, respectively, i iG 


the Fall Classic. 

It would be years before the Tigers would have an say 
opportunity to erase the memories of their post-season ie 
struggles in World Series play. The period from 1910-34, 
however, is not lacking of historical interest as it featured 
some remarkably talented teams and individuals that 
came up just a little shy of taking the next step. 

In 1911, Cobb finished with a personal-best batting J 
average of .420, finishing just short of the all-time American 
League single-season record of .422 set by Nap Lajoie in 
1901. In 1912, the club moved into its new ballpark, named 
after Frank Navin, but the campaign was marked by a one- \ \ 
game players’ strike in retaliation for a suspension levied on . 
Cobb for taking a punch at a fan in New York. The May 18 
strike forced the Tigers to put together a team of sandiot ‘ . 
players for one game, a 24-2 lass at Philadelphia. 

Three seasons later in 1915, Jennings and his club 
posted a regular-season record of 100-54, yet the skipper ly 
remembered the campaign as “the biggest disappointment" Cobb 
of his career after Babe Ruth’s Red Sox claimed the

place, Jennings was 
released and the 
managerial position fell into the 
hands of Cobb. The highlight of 
Cobb's tenure was 1924, the same season 
that Hall-of-Famer Charlie Gehringer first wore the Tiger 
uniform, when the club remained in the race until the 
season's final week with a record of 86-68. After a 
sixth-place finish in 1926, Cobb drew his release from 
Detroit and concluded his career with two additional 
seasons in Philadelphia and an all-time major league 
record .367 career batting average. 
From 1927 through 1932, the club placed no higher 
than fourth in the league standings. Highlights of the era 
included the arrival of Hank Greenberg, who played 12 of his 
13 seasons in Detroit and found his way to the Hall of Fame 
in 1956, 

After five seasons with Bucky Harris at the 
helm, Navin attempted to hire Babe Ruth as manager in 1934. Unable to land 
him, Navin turned to Mickey Cochrane, purchased from Philadelphia for 
$100,000. With Cochrane as catcher/manager, the Tigers soared to a 101-53 
record in 1934 for the first of two consecutive league pennants. Schoolboy 
Rowe set a record with 16 consecutive pitching wins, but in the World Series 
the Tigers once again failed to capture the post-season magic, dropping a 
seven-game decision to St. Louis, 

The following season, the long-awaited title dreams came true for Tiger 
fans and players. After winning the American League by three games, Detroit 
took six games to mow down the Chicago Cubs in the 1935 World Series, with 
Cochrane making a daring dash from second in the ninth inning of Game Six 
to score the winning run on a single by Goose Gostlin. For their 
accomplishments, each player was awarded a share of $6,544. 

On November 13, 1935, Frank Navin was stricken by a heart ailment and 
died at the age of 64. Walter Briggs Sr., already half-owner of the club, 
purchased the remainder of the team and became president. 

In 1940 under manager De! Baker, Detroit earned its sixth pennant with a 
90-64 mark and faced Cincinnati in the Fall Classic. A 21-game winner in the 
regular season, righthander Bobo Newsom pitched the Tigers to wins in two 
games of the Series but fell in Game Seven as the Reds won the title. 

A strange end to the 1945 season marked the Tigers’ successful surge to 
their eventual second World Series title. With little hope of making it to the 
post-season, the Washington Senators scheduled their season to close a week 
early to make their park available for pro football, The Senators, however, 
played inspired baseball all the way but were forced to sit and watch during the 
season's final week as the Tigers nosed them out of a pennant. In the ensuing 
World Series, the Tigers, managed by Steve O'Neill, knocked off the Cubs in 
seven games, with Hall-of-Famer Hal Newhouser winning two times. 

After a pair of second-place finishes in 1946 and ’47 and the acquisition of 
Hall-of-Famer George Kell, the Tigers watched as a fresh influx of talent from 
the minors matured and nearly captured the 1950 pennant, falling just three 
games short after leading the pack for 119 days and finishing with a 95-59 
record, 

The 1950s were highlighted by the emergence of young outfielder Al 
Kaline who, with a .340 batting average in 1955, became the youngest player 
in league history to win a batting title, 

The Tiger front office was also seeing sweeping change after the death of 
Briggs Sr. in 1952. After a four-year presidency by his son, Walter Briggs dr.,

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the Briggs stock was sold to a syndicate of 11 
radio/television executives led by John Fetzer, Fred 
Knoor and Kenyon Brown. In 1960, Fetzer 


purchased the entire team and 
became entrenched as club ,. 64 
president. 

After finishing just one game out of first 
place in 1967, the Tigers were poised and 
loaded with talent entering the 1968 campaign. 
Under manager Mayo Smith, the club took the 
lead on May 10 and never relinquished it, 
finishing 12 games ahead of second-place 
Baltimore. Denny McLain was the hero of the 
campaign with a 31-6 record, becoming the first 
pitcher since Lefty Grove in 1934 (and remaining 
the last currently) to win 30 or more in a season, 
His efforts earned McLain unanimous acclaim as 
MVP and Cy Young winner in the league. 

In a tight World Series, Mickey Lolich pitched 
the club to three wins, the final win coming on just 
two days rest as the Tigers captured the crown. 
With divisional play starting in 1969, the Tigers next visited 
the post-season by winning the American League East In 1972 under 
Billy Martin with a 92-70 mark. The club was unable to capture the 
pennant, however, as the Oakland A's won the best-of-five series in five 
games. 

The late 1970s featured the first of an American League record 1,918 
appearances together by Tiger middle infielders Alan Trammell and Lou 
Whitaker. 

The 1979 season saw another significant change in leadership when on 
June 14, Sparky Anderson took over the club's managerial reigns. For the next 
16 seasons, Anderson would lead the Tigers from the dugout, claiming two 
division titles and a World Championship along the way. 

After a second-place finish in 1983, success was expected for a talented 
Tiger club the following season. With Jack Morris tossing his first no-hitter on 
April 7 of 1984, the club vaulted into the division lead by winning its first nine 
games and going 35-5 through May 24, the best 40-game start in major league 
history. The Tigers went on to a 104-58 mark, 15 games in front of the pack, 
and continued by sweeping the Royals in the Championship Series, After 
defeating the Padres, four-games-to-one, in the World Series, the Tigers 
became the first major league leam since the 1955 Dodgers to hold first place 
wire-to-wire and finish by winning the championship. In addition, a club-record 
2,704,794 fans passed through the turnstiles. 

The Tigers returned to glory in 1987 in dramatic fashion. The club 
struggled to an 11-19 start but closed strong and looked ready to make a move 
after first-place Toronto lost four straight entering the final weekend of play. 
Trailing the Blue Jays by just one game with a three-game set in Motown 
against Toronto to close the regular season, the Tigers took the first two. With 
a one-game lead, Detroit's Frank Tanana out dueled the Jays’ Jimmy Key on 
Sunday as Larry Herndon's solo homer proved the only scoring in a 1-0 
triumph. After the dramatic ending to the regular season, Detroit bowed out of 
the playoffs to Minnesota, losing a best-of-seven series in five contests. 

The 1992 season included the most recent change in ownership for the 
team as Mike llitch purchased sole interest in the team from Tom Monoghan, 
and other structural changes were not far down the road. 

In 1995, Tiger President and CEO John McHale was hired, and the 
following off-season, Vice President/General Manager Randy Smith was 
brought on board. The organization began a process of rebuilding the 
franchise through scouting and player development, and the 1996-1997 
seasons saw the emergence of talented homegrown players such as Tony 
Clark, Justin Thompson, Brian Moehler and Bobby Higginson. 

Last season, bench coach Larry Parrish was named manager, and another 
group of exciting young players added their names to a growing nucleus of 
talent. 
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Closer Willie Hernandez won the American League's MVP and Cy Young Awards in 1984. 


Remembering -----; 


The Most Recent Tiger Champions Rode an Unprecedented April to a Wire-to-Wire 
Title Behind Such Stars as Anderson, Trammell, Parrish, Gibson and Hernandez 


As the Tigers say farewell to Tiger Stadium, the club also salutes the 15th 
Anniversary of its last World Series championship, brought home by the 1984 
Detroit Tigers. 

Never has a club bolted out of the gate as quickly and dominantly as the 
Tigers did that season, posting the best 40-game start in MLB history at 35-5. 
From there, the club never looked back as no team came within seven games 
of first place after the All-Star break. 

The season started with nine consecutive wins, including five straight road 
wins to begin the campaign. One sign of the Tigers’ dominance came on 
April 7 in Chicago as Jack Morris faced the Sox’ Floyd Bannister. That 
evening, Morris tossed the first no-hitter for a Tiger pitcher since 1958, 
blanking Chicago 4-0 and earning his second-of-five straight wins to start the 
season. 

The 1984 Tigers were a near-perfect blend of solid pitching and efficient 
offense. The Tigers’ staff paced the American League with a 3.49 earned run 
average, and starters Jack Morris, Dan Petry, Milt Wilcox and Juan Berenguer 
provided an established core with a combined 65-37 record on the year. It was 
the bullpen, however, that set the Tigers apart from the contenders. 

In a trade just prior to the start of the season, the Tigers acquired 
Guillermo (Willie) Hernandez and infielder Dave Bergman from the Phillies for 
three players. Hernandez had amassed just 17 saves in seven prior seasons, 
but in 1984 he posted one of the most dominant relief efforts in major league 
history. Thirty-three times that year Hernandez took the mound in a save 
situation. Thirty-two times he walked off having accomplished his mission. With 
a 9-3 mark and a 1.92 ERA, Hernandez earned both the AL Cy Young and 
Most Valuable Player Awards for his efforts. 

Manager Sparky Anderson also had the luxury of turning late in the game 
to veteran Aurelio Lopez, winner of 10-of-11 decisions in 1984 with 14 saves. 

At the plate, the Tigers led the circuit in homers and notched the league's 
fourth-best team batting mark. Leading the power parade were catcher Lance 
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Parrish (33 homers) and outfielder Kirk Gibson (27). Both players played key 
roles with big hits, posting 12 and 17 game-winning RBI, respectively. 

Defensively, no club was stronger up the middle than the Tigers. Gold 
Glove winners included catcher Lance Parrish, second baseman Lou Whitaker 
and shortstop Alan Trammell, and in center field the Tigers had one of 
baseball's top glove men in Chet Lemon. In addition, Whitaker, Trammell and 
Lemon joined Parrish with solid contributions with the bat. 

Going into the playoffs, the club's only potential concern was the lack of 
competition over the latter half of the season. The American League 
Championship Series had the Tigers facing a young Kansas City club, and the 
Tigers never trailed at any time during a three-game sweep in which they 
outscored the Royals, 14-4. Milt Wilcox and Guillermo Hernandez combined on 
a 1-0 shutout in Game Three to send Detroit to its first World Series in 16 
years. Gibson was named the ALCS Most Valuable Player after batting .417 
with a homer and two RBI in the series. 

The World Series followed, with the first two games slated to be played at 
the Padres’ home field in San Diego. Jack Morris pitched the Tigers to a tight 
Game One triumph before the Padres evened the series the next day. Marty 
Castillo belted a two-run homer in a 5-2 Tigers win in Game Three, and Alan 
Trammell hit a pair of roundtrippers in Game Four to push Detroit one win from 
a world title. 

Game Five featured “bookend” homers by Gibson, the first of which gave 
the Tigers a 2-0 first-inning lead. After the Padres tied the game at 3-3 in the 
fourth, the Tigers scored one in the fifth and added another in the seventh on a 
solo homer by Parrish. San Diego scrapped back with a run in the eighth, but 
a dramatic three-run, eighth-inning homer by Gibson closed the scoring and 
sent the Tigers to their first title since 1968. 

Trammell, named the World Series MVP, had nine hits in 20 at-bats versus 
the Padres with a double, two homers and six RBI. 

In capturing the title, Sparky Anderson became the first manager to win a 
World Series in both leagues. The Tigers’ dream season saw a club record 2.7 
million fans pass through the Tiger Stadium turnstiles, few of whom ever left 
disappointed.

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The Renaissance of the Motor City is Well Underway with the New 
Comerica Park Leading a Boom of Downtown Development 


The oldest city in the Midwest, Detroit was founded on July 24, 1701, when 
Antoine de la Mothe Cadillac landed on what is now the Civic Center 
downtown and started a fur trading center. In 1790, Detroit was turned over to 
the British as a spoil of the French and Indian War, and it was not until 1796 
that George Washington forced the British out of the city and the American flag 
was raised over Fort Pontchartrain. 

Incorporated as a city in 1815, Detroit's early industry through the middle 
of the 19th century was the production of stove and kitchen ranges. 

A city of less than 300,000 at the turn of the century, the emergence of the 
auto industry turned Detroit into a great commercial center in a matter of just a 
few years. In 1896, entrepreneur Henry Ford built his first car in the city, 
arguably the most important event in the history of Detroit's development. Ford 
Motor Company was established in 1903, but two years later there were 150 
American cities that were home to automobile manufacturing plants. In 1913, it 
was Ford again who sent Detroit to the front of the manufacturing pack, 
introducing the assembly line and revolutionizing the automobile industry. 
Before long, the city became entrenched as the auto capital of the world with 
Ford, General Motors, Chrysler and Volkswagen of America all headquartered 
in the area. AF 

With the growth of 
manufacturing, the little city on the A 
river experienced dramatic 
development during the first two decades € t | ad, 22 Oe t.. 
of the century. With Ford, the Dodge 
brothers and many others leading the charge in business development, the 
city's population base exploded as Detroit became the nation’s fifth-largest city. 

By 1950, the city began to construct one of the country's most elaborate 
systems of freeways, and the population shifted to a metropolitan one. In fact, 
Northland Mall (constructed in 1954) in Southfield was the first shopping mall 
in the country, representing a swing to the new suburban lifestyle. 

At the same time that the suburbs were growing, there were still great 
developments within the city limits. In 1959, Berry Gordy turned his little New 
Center-area home into a recording studio, developing what remains today one 
of the most popular musical styles in the “Motown sound.” Stevie Wonder,

Diana Ross, Smokey Robinson and others too many to count called Detroit 
home, helping Gordy establish the city as a musical giant. 

Other downtown projects included the opening of Cobo Hall, Detroit's main 
convention center, in 1960, In 1971, Henry Ford |! announced plans for the 
construction of the largest privately-financed project in the world. Designed to 
bring people and growth back to the center city, his plan became a reality in 
1977 as the Renaissance Center opened. 

In 1980, the nation's eyes once again were focused on Detroit as it played 
host to the 32nd Republican National Convention at the new Joe Louis Arena. 
One of America’s greatest sports cities, the metro area boasts teams in 

each of the four major sporis in the Tigers, Red Wings (hockey), Lions 
(football) and Pistons (basketball). In addition to Tiger Stadium and Cobo 
Arena, downtown is also home to Joe Louis Arena, home of the Red Wings 
and named after the boxing hero who grew up in the city. 

Though the city has struggled with many urban problems, civic and 
government leaders have made urban renewal a top priority for Detroit. The 
area around Woodward Avenue, the first paved concrete highway in the U.S., 
has been home to many of the city’s most exciting projects in recent years. 

In 1987, current Tiger and Red Wings owner Mike llitch purchased the Fox 
Theatre and began renovations on what had once been a grand venue hosting 
top events. With more than $50 million poured into its development, the Fox 
has been the top grossing theatre in the country, and its renovation has 
spurred retail development throughout the corridor. 

Woodward is also home to the renovated Orchestra Hall and a wide variety 
of cultural institutions, including one of the country's top museums in the 
Detroit Institute of the Arts. The area is slated to become home to a pair of 
new stadiums for the Tigers (Comerica Park) and Lions, along with several 
additional projects being undertaken by the llitch family, This past October, the 
old Hudson's Department Store Building was brought down \s a spectacular 
implosion, one of the largest ever to occur, to make room for a new Campus 
Martius business/retail/residential development project.

Detroit Tigers Ownership History 


1901 James D. Burns, hotel man and Wayne County Sheriff, becomes Owner/ 
President of the Tigers’ charter franchise in the American League. 


1902 Samuel F. Angus, insurance man, purchases the franchise. Frank J. Navin 
enters the business office as a bookkeeper. 


1904 William Hoover Yawkey, son and heir of Michigan lumber-ore magnate 
William Clymer Yawkey, purchases the franchise for $50,000, Navin receives 
$5,000 and team manager Edward G. Barrow $2,500 in stock for 
arranging the sale. 


Yawkey purchases Barrow’s interest in the club for $1,400. 


Navin acquires a full half interest in the club from Yawkey for $40,000 
and becomes club President. 


Walter O. Briggs and John Kelsey, auto industrialists, each purchase 
quarter-shares from heirs of Yawkey (dec. March 5, 1919) for $250,000 each. 


Briggs purchases Kelsey’s stock from his estate, giving Briggs a full half- 
share. 


Briggs gains complete ownership and becomes team President after 
acquiring Navin’s half-interest from his estate (dec. November 13, 1935). 


Briggs’ stock goes into his estate following his death (dec. January 17, 1952). 
Walter O. Briggs, Jr. is named team President. 


All stock is sold by court order on October 1, 1956, by Briggs’ heirs to a 
syndicate of 11 radio/television men headed by John E. Fetzer, Fred A.

The stadium thus became the last in the American League to install a lighting 
system, The last park in the entire major leagues to install lights was Wrigley Field, Pe OD 
the Chicago Cubs, which waited until 1988 before it began hosting night games.

Thousands of organizations and 
individuals throughout Detroit, the state of Michigan and’surrounding areas have been 
touched by the efforts of Tigers Care. 


100 Percent Participation 

In a special program administered by Tigers Care, each Tiger player and coach makes a 
commitment to work with a charity in the metro Detroit area. The 100 Percent Participation 
program is the comerstone of the Tigers charitable work, Each year, more than 25 area 
organizations benefit from the dedication and caring of all Tiger players and coaches. 

The work includes counseling students, visiting youth groups, conducting baseball clinics, 
visiting hospitals, serving as chairmen or spokesmen, appearing in public. service 
announcements and much more. 


March of Dimes WalkAmerica 

For three years, Tigers President John McHale has served as chairman of the Southeast 
Michigan March of Dimes. WalkAmerica, The Tigers have been a major sponsor of this 
annual event and provide tickets and other incentive items to Walkers, The club also 
coordinates a pre-game, on-field awards ceremony for top fund-raisers at Tiger Stadium 
During McHale's three-year tenure, more than 45,000 walkers raised almost $4.5 million 
for the March of Dimes Campaign for Healthier Babies, 


Charitable Donations and Ticket Programs 

Each year, more than 1,000 charitable groups from Detroit and surrounding areas receive 
memorabilia for fund-raising auctions. In addition, more than 50,000 tickets are distributed 
to provide these organizations with an opportunity to allend Tigers games. 


RBI (Reviving Baseball in the Inner Cities) 

In coordination with Major Leaque Baseball and Orchards Children's Services, the Tigers 
provide inner city youth with an opportunity to learn and enjoy the game of baseball in a 
safe environment. The Tigers host an RBI Regional Tournament at Belle Isle and Tiger 
Stadium with teams from several Midwest states competing. 


Ambassadors for Education 

This is the umbrella for the Tigers’ involvement in educational and academic support 
services, Programs include 1st B.A.S.E. (Bridging Academics & Sports through Education); 
the Tony Clark Negro League Scholarship and the Detroit Free Press Scholar-Athlete 
Program, which both recognize high school seniors who demonstrate all-round 
excellence; and the Detroit Public Library Summer Reading Program in which Tigers 
players read to children. The Perfect Attendance Program awards tickets to Detroit Public 
middle school students who maintain perfect attendance during a designated period of 
the school year; the Jackie Robinson Essay, Art and Poetry Contest encourages 

students to learn and appreciate the history and impact of minorities in baseball; and at 
the Sports Management Career Workshops, the Tigers front office staff educates high 
school students about employment opportunities in sports. 


1st B.A.S.E. (Bridging Academics and Sports through Education) 

As part of the Ambassadors for Education program, the Tigers collaborate with the 
Detroit Public Schools and A.L.E,R.T, (Athletes Learn Education Resources Training) to 
tun this year-round mentoring, study skills and baseball training program which targets 
high school baseball and softball players. As part of the program, the Tigers sponsor “rap 
sessions’ in which students are exposed to successful community leaders who speak on 
the importance of education, establishing goals and community service. 


Tiger Wives 

The Tiger Wives Association was formed to better serve the needs of the community, In 
1998, the wives hosted “Picnic in the Park," a fund raiser at Tiger Stadium benefitting the 
Boys and Girls Clubs of Southeastern Michigan. The association also collected food for 
C.0,TS, (Coalition on Temporary Shelter), conducted craft sessions at Children’s 
Hospital, volunteered al a charity race to benefit brain cancer research and served dinner 
to residents at a local homeless shelter,

Tigers Care hosts baseball skill development day camps for youth ages 9-16 al City of 
Detroit recreation centers. The camps enhance participants’ understanding of the game 
and teach them fundamental baseball skills. A Tigers player visits with the campers and 
gives them motivational talks.

1998 Season 


Flamethrowing reliever progressed from Class A to the major leagues In his first 
professional season and was named Tiger Rookie of the Year by the Detroit Sports 
Broadcasters’ Association. 

Was the top overall selection in the 1997 June draft and was the third player from 
that draft to make it to the big leagues, behind Jim Parque of the White Sox and the 
Reds’ Mike Frank.

Brian Hunter of the Tigers went down as the first batter faced Roa Rae: history as 
Alvarez tossed oUt the club's inaugural first pitch. 

Joe Randa drove in the first runs against the Rays as he blasted a two-run double off 
Alvarez in the contests second inning. Tony Clark, who collected the first hit off a Tampa 
Bay pitcher, scored the first run against the club, courtesy of Randa's double. 

The Tigers set the record for the most runs scored in an inning on Opening Day in an 
inaugural game for an expansion team by scoring five runs in the fifth inning 

Tampa native Luis Gonzalez blasted the first home run against Tampa ey with a fifth- 
inning, two-run shot off Dan Carlson. 

Overall, the Devil Rays fared relatively well against the Tigers. They earned their first- 
ever franchise win on April 1, an 11-8 win behind Rolando Arrojo. The Devil Rays then won 
their first-ever series by taking the final contest, 7-1. The first-year team captured six of 11 
games from Detroit in 1998.

1998 Season 


After a slow start, the switch-hitting first baseman went on to lead the Tigers with a 
og average, 34 homers and 103 RBI in 157 games. 

* Became the first Tiger since 1938 (Rudy York) to post 100 RBI in each of his first 
two full major leaque seasons. 

Also became just the ninth player to lead the Tigers in batting, homers and RBI in 
the same season and the first since Steve Kemp in 1979. 

His 34 homers (tied for 12th in the AL) were the most ever by a Tiger switch-hitter. 
Is just the seventh Tiger ever to post back-to-back 30-homer seasons (others: 
Fielder, Tettleton, Cash, Colavito, Greenberg, York)...is the ninth player in Tiger 
history to hit 25-or-more roundtrippers in three straight seasons. 

With 25-or-more homers in 1999, he will join Hank Greenberg (four straight, 
1937-40) and Cecil Fielder (club-record seven straight, 1990-96) as the only Tigers 
to reach that mark in four consecutive seasons.

162.

1998 Season 


Tiger centerfielder led the club with 42 stolen bases despite struggling al the plate for 
much of May, June and July.

1998 Season 


Posted his second straight season of 25-or-more saves and moved into fifth place on 
the Tigers’ all-time saves list. 

Converted 28-of-32 save opportunities on the season (88%), including his last nine 
in a row...in his last 56 save situations, he has been successful 51 times (91%).

1998 Season 


Proved to be the Tigers’ most effective starter in his second full major league season, 
pacing the club in wins and shutouts while posting the lowest ERA among the starting 
staff. 

His 3.90 ERA was just out of the top 10 in the AL and was nearly a run lower (0.77) 
than his mark in 1997...allowed three-or-fewer earned runs in 22 of his 33 starts. 
Set career-highs in wins (14), innings pitched (221.1), starts (33), shutouts (3), 
complete games (4) and strikeouts (123)...led the team in wins and shutouts while 
finishing second to Justin Thompson in the other four categories, 

His three shutouts tied for second in the league behind David Wells’ five and were 
the most by a Tiger since Jack Morris’ six in 1986. 

Was one of just eight major league pitchers to post three-or-more shutouts this 
season with the others being Greg Maddux (five), Randy Johnson (four), Jamie 
Moyer, Roger Clemens, Tom Glavine and Kevin Brown (three each), 

His 221.1 innings were 10th-most in the league..,joined Thompson as the first Tiger 
pair to each pitch 200-or-more innings in the same season since Bill Gullickson, 
Walt Terrell and Frank Tanana all tossed more than 200 in 1991. 

Went six innings or more in 27 starts and tossed seven innings or more 18 times. 
Exhibited excellent control, walking more than three hitters in just three of his 33 
starts...his 2.28 walks per nine innings were ninth-best in the AL and his 11.3 
baserunners per nine innings also ranked ninth. 

Permitted opposing hitters just a .306 on-base average, ninth-lowest in the AL. 
Ranked 10th in the AL in ground balls-to-fly balls ratio (1.64, 351GB/214FB). 

Was particularly adept at inducing ground-ball double plays...tied for third in the AL 
and fifth in the majors in total GIDPs induced (28), 

Also ranked sixth in the AL (eighth in the majors) in GIDPs induced per nine innings 
(1.14) and was eighth in the league in GIDPs induced in GIDP situations (19.4%, 
28x144), 

Was voted Tiger Pitcher of the Month in each of the season's first three months... 
owned an 8-5 record and a 3.58 ERA at the end of June. 

Started the Tigers’ home opener on April 7 versus Tampa Bay and received no 
decision in the 3-1 Tiger victory...allowed one earned run in 4.1 innings. 

Snapped a seven-game club losing streak on April 19 versus the Yankees with a 
2-1 Wwin...gave up just three hits in eight innings and carried a one-hitter into the 
eighth, the lone hit being an infield single by Chad Curtis, 

Tossed his first shutout of the season and his second complete game on May 30 
versus the White Sox (6-0)...scattered seven hits and did not walk a batter. 

Closed June with a five-hit shutout at Pittsburgh (3-0) on June 30...went 2-1 with a 
3,20 ERA (9ER/25.11P) in four interleague starts. 

Defeated Toronto, 5-2, on July 11 at Tiger Stadium after taking a no-hitter into the 
seventh inning...Shawn Green spoiled the bid with a leadoff double in the seventh, 
Whitewashed the Devil Rays on August 1 in Tampa (8-0) for his third shutout of the 
year...allowed five hits and walked one in facing three batlers over the minimum. 
Retumed from the All-Star break to toss seven or more innings in four of his first 
five starts and allowed just one run in three of the first four...ended the five-start 
string (July 11-August 1) with his shutout at Tampa Bay.

Broke former Tiger Mike Myers’ major league rookie record for appearances with 88 
after pitching at the Double A level in 1997. 

His 88 appearances tied the Tigers’ club record (Myers, 1997) and were two short 
of the AL record set by the Twins’ Mike Marshall in 1979.

1998 Season 


Led the Tigers in innings pitched, strikeouts and complete games for the second year 
in a row and also posted double figures in wins for the second straight season. 

His 4,05 ERA ranked second to Brian Moehler's 3.90 mark among Tiger starters. 
Led the club with a career-high 34 starts, surpassing the 30-start plateau for the 
second year in a row after never pitching more than 26 games in any of his first six 
professional seasons. 

His 34 starts tied for second-most in the AL and tied for sixth in ihe majors. 

+ Finished ninth in the AL with 222.0 innings...joined Moehler as the first Tiger pair to 
each pitch 200-or-more innings in the same season since Bill Gullickson, Walt Terrell 
and Frank Tanana all tossed more than 200 in 1991. 

His innings pitched total was just 1.1 shy of his career-best set in 1997...is the first 
Tiger to own back-to-back 200-inning seasons since Gullickson in 1991-92. 
Averaged 6.2 innings per start and pitched seven or more innings 16 times...pitched 
eight or more frames nine times. 

Tied for seventh in the AL with a career-best five complete games, the most by a 
Tiger since David Wells also had five in 1994. 

Led the AL and tied for the major league lead with 12 pitcher pickoffs (including 
pitcher caught stealing)...led the majors with 16 runners caught stealing while he 
was pitching. 

Also ranked seventh in the league in fewest home runs allowed per nine innings 
(0.81) as he gave up 20 on the season,..allowed just 11 longballs in his final 147.0 
innings of work (0.67 per nine innings). 

Handled all 41 of his defensive chances flawlessly, making him one of four AL hurlers 
and 11 in the majors with at least 40 chances to post a 1.000 fielding percentage... 
has not committed an error in 98 career defensive chances in the majors. 
Performed best in the 11 games he pitched in the daytime...despite a 4-5 record, 
he posted a 3.18 ERA during the day (26ER/73.2IP) with two complete games and 
held opponents to a .227 batting average. 

His 15 losses were a career-high and tied for fourth-most in the AL. 

The Tigers scored just 35 runs In his 15 losses (2.3 runs per game)...five of his 
defeats came by scores of either 2-0 or 2-1. 

Posted an 8-7 record on the road With a 3.43 ERA, the eighth-best road ERA in the 
league...lost five of his last six decisions away from Tiger Stadium, however, and 
posted a 5.35 ERA during that stretch. 

Went 3-2 with a 3.83 ERA (22ER/51.2IP) over his final 10 home starts after starting 
the year 0-6 at home with a 5.56 ERA (34ER/55.0IP). 

Often struggled out of the gate in 1998, allowing 23 runs and a .285 (37x130) 
opponents batting average in the first inning...in innings two through nine, his ERA 
dropped to 3,69 (77ER/188.0IP) and he allowed a .264 batting average against 
(4190x719). 

Held righthanded batters to a .254 average (169x666, 119SO) while lefties hit .317 
off him (58183, 30S0)...in 1997, lefthanders batted just .188 against him. 

Won on March 31 at Tampa Bay, 11-6, in his first career Opening Day start...allowed 
two runs in six innings in the Devil Rays’ first franchise game.

Ranked fifth in the American League in ERA (3.02), was ninth in innings pitched 
(223.1), tied for sixth with in complete games (four) and was fifth In batting average 
against (,233), 

Was the first Tiger since 1987 (Jack Morris) to finish in the AL's top ten in ERA. 

His 223.1 innings were the most for a Tiger since 1991 (Bill Gullickson, 226.1). 

He and Willie Blair gave the Tigers a pair of 15-game winners for the first lime since 
1987, 

Since the start of May, he compiled a 2.78 ERA in 26 starts (55ER/178.01P). 

Started 32 games, six more than his previous professional high (26 in 1996). 

In 29 of his 32 starts he pitched al least six frames...pitched al least seven innings 
in 20 of his last 26 starts, eight innings in nine of the 26. 

In his 11 losses, the Tigers posted only 13 runs (four shutouts)._.only three of his 
losses were by more than three runs. 

Held lefthanded hitters to a .188 average...lefthanders batted against Thompson just 
139 times all year, an average of only 4.3 plate appearances per game. 

Eamed Tiger Pitcher of the Month for August with a 3-2 record and a 2.28 ERA... 
also earned the honor in May (3-1, 1.85) and June (3-3, 2.03) and sported a 3-1 
mark with a 3.89 ERA for September (15ER/34.2IP). 

Went 11-5 with a 2.88 ERA in home action. 

Posted a 1-2 record and.4.50 ERA in four July games...was on the DL from July 6-21 
(left elbow soreness). 

Appeared in the 1997 All-Star Game, his first selection to the Midsummer Classic, 
retiring all three batters he faced. 

Had a 20-inning scoreless streak snapped on June | al Seattle, the Tigers’ longest 
such streak of the season. 


+ Tossed his first career complete game on May 21 at Baltimore in a 2-0 Tiger loss 


(2ER/8.01P). 

Fanned Seattle's Ken Griffey Jr. the first six times they faced each other, the only 
pitcher ever to do so. 

Underwent arthroscopic surgery to clean out loose bodies in his left elbow on 
October 7 (Dr. James Andrews). 


Was recalled by Detroit on May 26, 1996, after ranking among International League 
leaders in nearly every pitching category. 


The season marked a continuation in his recovery from injury that kept him out for one 
full calendar year (November, 1993-November, 1994). 

His 4.58 ERA was lowest among all Tiger pitchers who started a game in 1996, 
Made his major league debut on May 27 in Kansas City, tossing six frames and 
allowing just one run on three hits but gained no decision in a 5-4, 13-inning loss. 
Lost on June 2 at Chicago in game one of a doubleheader, 4-2 (2ER/7.1IP) and 
reported soreness in his shoulder after the start...returned to Detroit for an MRI which 
revealed an inflamed bursa. 

Was on the 15-day DL from June 3-August 17 due to the injury...made five rehab 
Starts, three al Toledo (AAA), one at Fayetteville (A) and one at Visalia (A). 

Lost in Cleveland on August 17, 6-3...allowed six runs, just two of them earned, in 5.2 
innings in his first major league action in almost 17 weeks. 

Eamed his first major league win on August 22 at Kansas City, 10-3 (3ER/5.01P). 
Was ranked by Baseball America as the best pitching prospect in the International 
League and the league's third-best overall prospect...was also named by The Sporting 
News as the baseball player to watch in 1997.

How They Became Known as “Tigers” 


Research reveals the nickname “Tigers” was first applied to the Detroit club in 1895, 
Baseball historians had long credited Philip J. Reid, city editor of the Detroit Evening News; 
with first using the name in print in 1896, However, George Stallings, manager of the 
Detroit team which was then a member of the Westem League, credit for the nicks 
name because he had his players wear black-and-brown striped stockings which, he said, 
feminded the fans of “tiger stripes.” 

\tappears, though, that it was actually an unidentified headline writer at the Detroit, Free 
Press who originated the Tiger nickname in 1895, a year before Stallings became manager 
and before the team was wearing striped stockings. Previously, the team had simply been 
called “Detroit,” "the Detroits," sometimes the “Wolverines” and at times the “Creams.” 

On April 16, 1895, the Free Press printed a headline over a baseball story which read, 
*Strouthers’ Tigers Showed Up Very Nicely.” On the same page, a String of baseball noles 
was headed “Notes of the Detroit Tigers of 1895.” Curiously, not once in either story was 
the word “Tigers” used. 

From then on, the Free Press fairly regularly called the club the “Tigers” and in May, 
1895, The Sporting Life began using “Tigers” in its dispatches from Detroit. However, up to 
July 1, 1895, careful research disclosed that neither the Detroit Evening News nor its 
Sunday paper, the News-Tribune, had ever used “Tigers.”

100 Games 


Five Tiger teams have won 100 or more games in 2 season, most recently the 1984 
club led by Trammell, Gibson, Whitaker, Morris, Hernandez and the rest, Believe it or not, 
however, two of the Tigers 100-game winners did not even capture the American League 


pennant. 

Hughie Jennings’ 1915 Tigers (100-54) finished two-and-a-half games behind Babe 
Ruth and the Red Sox. Bob Scheffing’s 1961 club (101-61) ended he season eight games 
back of the Yankees, piloted by Ralph Houk and featuring Roger Maris and Mickey Mantle, 

Two of the five clubs, though, did win the World Series, Under Sparky Anderson, the 
aforementioned '84 Tigers (104-58) set a club record for regular-season wins and went on 
to defeat the San Diego Ps Padres in the Fall Classic. Mayo Smith's 1968 Tigers (103-59) 
went all the way with a seven-game victory over the St. Louis Cardinals for the World 
Championship. 

Finally, the 1934 Tigers (101-53) fell in the middle of those two groups. Managed by 
Hall-of-Famer Mickey Cochrane, who was also the club's starting catcher and was named 
pen Sl the Tigers won the pennant but lost the World Series to the

Tiger Stadium Flag Honors 
Livingood in 1999 


Since the 1996 season, the Detroit Tigers have honored the lives of four people who. 
touched the Tigers organization and the city of Detroit by placing their initials on a 
commemorative flag prominently displayed in center field. 

In 1999, Dr. Clarence S, Livingood, the Tigers’ longtime team physician who died last 
summer, will be honored as his initials “CSL” will fly on the center field flag all season long. 
Livingood, a highly respected and decorated physician who specialized in dermatology, 
began his association with the Tigers in 1966 and served as team physician until the time 
of his passing, Dr. Livingood was 86 years old. 

The Tigers first displayed a commemorative flag during the 1996 season, The initials 
"JAC" flew above the field that season in memory of James Arthur Campbell, the Tigers’ 
well-known and beloved front office executive who served with the team from 1949-92 and 
passed away in 1995, 

During the 1997 season, the Tigers honored the memory of World War |I veteran and 
Detroit native Major Charles L, Thomas by displaying the initials “CLT” on the stadium flag. 
Thomas, who died of cancer in 1980, was only the 14th Michigan veteran and one of the 
first African-Americans ever to receive the Medal of Honor, the nation's highest military 
tribute, 

Last season, a flag with the initials "DL" flew high above center field in memory of for- 
mer Tiger player and minor league manager Dwight Lowry. A member of the 1984 World 
Championship team, Lowry was in his fourth season as a manager in the Detroit farm 
system when he died suddenly in the summer of 1997 at his home in Jamestown, NY.

In the National League 


The Detroit franchise, al the time known as the Wolverines, was a member of the National 
League from 1881 through 1888. 

The 1887 Wolverines, led by Hall-of-Famer Dan Brouthers, won the franchise's only National 
League pennant by three and one-half games over the Philadelphia Phillies. They subsequently 
engaged the St. Louis Browns, champions of American Association, in the longest World Series 
ever. Detroit won 10 of the 15 series games, which were played in 10 different cities over a 16- 
day period, 

Detroit dropped out of the major leagues after the 1888 season, returning as a charter 
member of the American League in 1901.

“The Bird” Was the Word 

In 1976, Mark “The Bird” Fidrych enjoyed one of the most exhilarating and rewarding 
seasons ever by a rookie. Though the Tigers eventually struggled to.a fifth-place finish in the: 
East Division, Fidrych was named the starting pitcher for the All-Star Game and captured AL 
Rookie of the Year honors after winning 19 games and pacing the league witha 2.34 ERA. 

But the Fidrych story was about more than just numbers and trophies, and 22 years later, 
fans’ memories of Fidrych’s 1976 season remain alive and well. 

‘That season, fans turned out in droves on days that “The Bird” was scheduled to pitch, 
sometimes as many as 40,000 strong despite the fact that the Tigers typically drew just 15- 
20,000 fans per game. When Fidrych walked out to take his warmups, entertainment fol- 
lowed closely behind. Whether it was the way he talked {o the baseball before he threw It, 
bow fe gro th mln Wi is hands Between inna ort Ine way esha doom 
the opposition, every Tiger fan found something to love about "The Bird.” 


However, as meteoric as his rise lo fame was in 1976, his fall the next season tured oul 


to be just as swift. On March 21, 1977, while shagging fly balls in the outfield during Spring 
Training, Fidrych tore cartilage in his left knee, and the start of his season was delayed until 
May 27. That night he went the distance in a 2-1 loss to the Mariners before 44,207 fans al 
Tiger Stadium, and everyone celebrated the return of "The Bird." But less than three weeks 
later on June 16, during his 11th start of the season against the Blue Jays, Fidrych lasted 
only 15 pitches before leaving the game due lo pain in his right shoulder. On August 28, the 
Tigers announced that Fidrych was done for the season after being out since July 12. 

Each year between 1978 and 1980, Fidrych attempted to come back, but he was able to. 
pitch in 2 total of just 16 games during those three seasons. After his release by the Tigers. 
in 1980, he never pitched in the major Jeaques again,

In all, since 1900, major league batters have hit for the cycle 195 times, 98 in the 
American League and 97 in the National. 

The most recent Tiger to hit for the cycle was Travis Fryman on July 28, 1993. 

Bob Meusel of the Yankees set the major league record by becoming the first player to 
accomplish the feat three times in a career. Meusel's record-setting third cycle came at 
Detroit's Navin Field on July 26, 1928, The Cubs’ Babe Herman later tied the record in 1933.

Former Tigers Alan Trammell and Lou Whitaker, who played together from 1977-95, 
‘established an American League record in"95 with 1,918 appearances as teammates. 
Trammell and Whitaker, who played shortstop and second base, respectively, broke the old 
AL mark of 1,914 held by Kansas City third baseman George Brett and second baseman 
Frank White, The major league mark for appearances by two players as teammates is 
2,045, held by third baseman Ron Santo and outfielder Billy Williams of the Chicago Cubs, 
who played together from 1960-73, 


TY COBB CF, 1905-26

Perhaps the greatest player in baseball history, there is little doubt that Ty Cobb, called a 

“Genius in Spikes,” was the greatest competitor the game has ever seen. 

* Received seven more votes than Babe Ruth when elected as one of the five original 
members of the Hall of Fame...received 98.2 percent of the vote, the highest 
percentage ever until Tom Seaver was elected with 98,8 percent in 1992. 

* Owns the highest lifetime batting average (.367) in major league history. 

* Major league record 4,191 career hits stood for almost 60 years and single-season 
major league record of 96 stolen bases in 1915 stood for nearly 50 years. 

+ Still holds the major league record for career runs scored (2,246). 

+ Also ranks second all-time in triples (295), fourth in doubles (724) and fourth in stolen 
bases (892),..his triples total is second only to Tiger teammate Sam Crawford. 

* Batted .400 or better three times (.420, 1911; 409, 1912; .401, 1922), tied for most in 
major leaque history...one of just two players (Hornsby) who played their entire career 
after 1900 to accomplish the feat. 

* Chalmers Award-winner (AL MVP) in 1911 after batting a career-high .420. 

* From 1907-20, won the league batting title in 12 out of 13 seasons. 

* Drove in more than 100 runs seven times, mostly during the dead-ball era, and from 
1907-11, led the league in RBI in four of the five years. 

+ Captured the 1909 Triple Crown, pacing both major leagues in batting average 
(.377), home runs (9) and RBI (107), en route to leading the Tigers to the last of his 
three World Series appearances, 

* Led the Tigers to consecutive AL pennants in 1907, 1908 and 1909. 

* Following a 22-year career as a Tiger, including six seasons (1921-26) as player- 
manager, played his final two seasons as a member of the Philadelphia Athletics. 

* Did not wear a uniform number as they were nol used by the Tigers until the 1930s. 


MICKEY COCHRANE C, 1934-37

One of the finest backstops the game has ever produced, Mickey Cochrane took over a 
fifth-place Tiger club as player-manager in 1934 and immediately led Detroit to back-to- 
back American League pennants and its first World Championship in 1935. 

+ Named the 1934 league MVP after leading the Tigers to their first AL pennant in 25 
years. 

* The following season, took the Tigers to their first-ever World Series title, scoring the 
winning run in the bottom of the ninth in Game 6 to defeat the Chicago Cubs at Tiger 
Stadium. 

+ Of that title-clinching game, Cochrane later said, “It was my greatest day in baseball.” 

+ In May of 1937, after homering off the Yankees’ Bump Hadley, Cochrane was beaned 
in the right temple by a Hadley fastball and remained unconscious for 10 days before 
finally pulling through...although he continued as Tiger manager for part of the 
following season, he never played again. 

* Known as one of the best batsmen ever to play catcher, posting a lifetime .320 batting 
average and hitting better than .300 in a season nine times in his career. 

* Acquired by the Tigers from the Philadelphia Athletics following the 1933 season in 
exchange for Johnny Pasek and $100,000 after taking part in three pennant-winners... 
helped the 1929 A's, regarded as one of the greatest teams in baseball history, to the 
World Series title. 

* Also named AL MVP in 1928 with the Athletics...spent a total of nine seasons with the 
A‘s after coming up to the big leagues in 1925. 

+ Despite spending just four of his 13 major league seasons In a Detroit uniform, 
Cochrane entered the Hall of Fame in 1947 as a Tiger. 

» Wore uniform No. 3 while playing for Detroit. 
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SAM CRAWFORD RF, 1903-17 


Inducted to Hall of Fame: 1957 — Nickname: “Wahoo Sam” 
Att; 6-0/190 Batted/Threw: L/L 

Born: 4/18/1880 in Wahoo, NE —_— Died: 6/15/68 in Hollywood, CA 
Full Name: Samuel Earl Crawford 


Although he spent most of his career in the shadows of the great Ty Cobb, his teammate 
in the Tigers outfield for 13 seasons, "Wahoo Sam" Crawford carved his niche in baseball 
history as its most prolific triples hitter ever. 

* Led the league in three-baggers six times, once in the National League with Cincinnati 
and five times in the American League with Detroit...five times he hit more than 20 
triples in a season en route to his career record of 312 

A lifetime .309 hitter known as one of the hardest hitters of the dead-ball era. 

Led the American League in RBI three times, runs scored once and doubles once. 
Finished his career just 39 hits short of 3,000, 

Batted .314 and led the league with 104 RBI and a career-high 26 triples in 1914 and 
finished runner-up to Philadelphia's Eddie Collins for the Chalmers Award (AL MVP). 

+ Helped the Tigers to consecutive AL pennants in 1907, 1908 and 1909, 

* His nickname derived from his hometown of Wahoo, NE. 

* Elected to the Hall of Fame by the Veterans Committee in 1957, 


CHARLIE GEHRINGER 2B, 1924-42

Known for his quiet efficiency, Michigan native Charlie Gehringer was not only the best 

fielding second baseman of his time, but he also hit for power and average. Ty Cobb, 

who managed the Tigers during Gehringer’s first three seasons, called him, aside from 

Eddie Collins, “the greatest second baseman (he) ever saw.” 

* Batted over .300 in 13 of his 16 full seasons, had 200 or more hits seven times and 
posted a lifetime batting average of .320. 

+ Named the American League MVP in 1937 after hitting @ career-high .371 to lead the 
league...finished runner-up to teammate Mickey Cochrane for the MVP award in 1934. 

* In 1929, led the AL in eight categories including hits, runs, doubles, triples, stolen 
bases, games, putouts and fielding percentage. 

* Hit 15 or more home runs in a season six times and had 100 or more RBI seven times. 

* Drilled 60 doubles in 1936, a Tiger record for a lefthanded hitter. 

* Batted .375 and handled 39 chances without an error in the 1935 World Series to help 
Detroit to the title. 

+ Also a part of AL pennant-winning Tiger baliclubs in 1934 and 1940. 

+ Had his uniform No. 2 retired by the Tigers on June 12, 1983, the same day that Hank 
Greenberg's No. 5 was retired. 

* Served as the Tigers’ General Manager from 1951-53.

* Rapped a Tiger-record 63 doubles, just four short of the major leaque mark, in 1934 in 
his second full season in the majors as the Tigers won their first pennant in 25 years. 

+ Unanimous selection as AL MVP in 1935 after leading the league with 39 homers and 
170 RBI as the Tigers won their first World Series title, defeating the Chicago Cubs. 

* Suffered a broken wrist just 12 games into the 1936 season after beginning the 
campaign batting .348 with 16 RBI. 

* Drove in 183 runs the next year, one short of Lou Gehrig's 1931 league record. 

+ In 1938, chased Babe Ruth's 11-year-old single-season home run record (60) before 
ending the year with a leaque-best 58 longballs. 

* Won AL MVP honors again in 1940, his last full season before entering the Army, as 
he batted a career-best .340 and led the league with 41 homers, 150 RBI and 50 
doubles...carried Detroit to its sixth AL pennant. 

* Returned from a four-year stint in the Army in July of 1945 and drilled a grand slam on 
the final day of the season to spur the Tigers back to the World Series...batled .304 
with two homers and seven RBI to lead Detroit past Chicago for its second World 
Series title. 

* Drove in more than 100 runs a total of seven times in his career and hit better than 
.300 in each of his first eight seasons, including high marks of .340 in 1940 and .337 
in 1937. 

+ Posted a lifetime slugging percentage of 605, good for fifth-highest in ML history 

* Completed his brilliant career with one final season in Pittsburgh after being sald by 
the Tigers to the Pirates on January 18, 1947. 

* Had his uniform No. 5 retired by the Tigers on June 12, 1983, the same day thal 
Charlie Gehringer's No. 2 was retired. 


HARRY HEILMANN RF, 1914-29 


Inducted to Hall of Fame: 1952 Nickname: “Slug"

Full Name: Harry Edwin Heilmann 
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Rated second only to Rogers Hornsby among righthanded hitters of his era, Harry 
Heilmann batted ,390 or better four times in his career, including .403 in 1923, to capture 
a sure of batting titles. 
Bettered the .400 mark (,403) in 1923 to lead the league, collecting 211 hits and 
driving in 114 runs...in all, batted .340 or better eight times. 

* Led the AL in hits in 1921 with 237 after hitting .394 to win his first batting title...also 
won the league batting crown in 1923, 1925 and 1927. 

» From 1921-29, drove in at least 100 runs in eight out of nine seasons, ..drilled at least 
40 doubles in eight of his last 10 seasons as a player. 

* In 1927, finished runner-up to the Yankees Lou Gehrig in American League MVP 
balloting after hitting .398 and winning his final batting title. 

* His 1921 total of 139 RBI would have led the league, but Babe Ruth drove in 171 runs 
that season...three times he ranked second in the AL in slugging percentage behind 
Ruth, 

+ Was sold to the Cincinnati Reds on Oct. 14, 1929, where he played in 1930 and ‘32. 
batted .333 in 1930 with 19 homers, two off his career-best, and 91 RBI. 

+ After his playing career, broadcasted Tiger games on lhe radio from 1934-51, 

* Elected to the Hall of Fame posthumously by the Veterans Committee in 1952. 
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HUGHIE JENNINGS SS/MGR, 1907-20 


Inducted to Hall of Fame: 1945 Nickname: “Hustling Hughie” 
HUW: 5-8/165 Batted/Threw: R/R 
Born: 4/2/1869 in Pittston, PA Died: 2/1/28 in Scranton, PA 


. A Full Name: Hugh Ambrose Jennings 


Detroit's manager from 1907-1920, Jennings piloted teams which featured all-time greats 
Ty Cobb, Harry Heilmann and Sam Crawford, and he led the Tigers to consecutive 
American League pennants in 1907, 1908 and 1909. 

* An outstanding shortstop in his playing days, had his best years with the National 
League's Baltimore Orioles between 1893 and 1899...drove in more than 100 runs 
three times, batted 407 in 1896 and led the league in fielding four times. 

» With Detroit, served as player-manager from 1907-1918, although he only appeared in 
a handful of games and had just nine at-bats in those 12 years...became full-time 
manager for his final two seasons in.a Tiger uniform 

+ Although his Tigers won three straight league titles, they lost in the World Series each 
time, twice to the Cubs and once to the Pirates. 

+ Elected to the Hall posthumously in 1945 by the Veterans Committee. 


RF, 1953-74

Full Name: Albert William Kaline 


If any player defined the Tigers during the last half-century it was Al Kaline, and in 1980, 
he became just the 10th player ever elected to the Hall in his first year of eligibility. At the 
time of his retirement, Kaline and Ty Cobb were the only Tigers ever to play 20 or more 
seasons in a Detroit uniform. 

Runner-up for the AL MVP award both in 1955 and 1963, finishing second to Yankee 

catchers Yogi Berra in '55 and Elston Howard in ‘63...both seasons, despite the vote 

of the baseball writers, The Sporting News chose Kaline as its Player of the Year. 

+ Won the league’s batting crown in 1955 by batting .340 in just his second full season 
in the majors...accomplished the feat at age 20, making him the youngest batting 
champion in American League history. 

* Came back from a broken arm earlier in the season to bat .379 against the Cardinals 
in the 1968 World Series...had two home runs among his 11 hits in the series and 
drove in eight runs, furthering his reputation as a tremendous clutch performer. 

* Selected to 18 All-Star Games over his career, including 15 out of 16 between 1955 
and 1967 (selected to two games each season, 1959-61)... selected to the All-Star 
squad in 1964 and ‘67 but did not play due to injury. 

+ Hit.300 or better eight times and drilled 20 or more homers nine times. 

+ An outstanding defensive player renowned for his powerful arm, he captured 10 Gold 
Gloves, enjoyed a streak of 242 straight errorless games and played in 16 All-Star 
games without committing a miscue. 

* Spent the 1974 season as a full-time DH and rapped his 3,000th career hit off the 
Orioles’ Dave McNally that season, making him the first American Leaguer since 
Eddie Collins in 1925 to reach that milestone. 

+ Ended his career with 3,007 hits, breaking Al Simmons’ 30-year-old AL record for hits 
by a righthanded batter. 

* Also posted 399 career home runs while maintaining a .297 lifetime batting average. 

* Had his familiar uniform No. 6 retired by the Tigers on August 17, 1980, making him 
the first Tiger ever to have his number retired. 

* Has spent every year since 1976 in the Tigers’ television broadcast booth.

* Selected to 10 All-Star games, including eight straight between 1947 and 1954. 

* Batted over 300 nine times and led the AL in hits in 1950 and 1951...also led the 
league in doubles both seasons. 

+ Was acquired by the Tigers on May 18, 1946, from the Philadelphia Athletics in 
exchange for outfielder Barney McCoskey, 

+ In seven seasons with the Tigers from 1946-52, he batted below .300 just once, 1952 
when he was traded to the Red Sox just 39 games into the season. 

* Known for sure hands and a strong, accurate arm, he led AL third basemen in fielding 
percentage seven times. 

* Wore uniform No. 21 from 1946-50 and No, 7 in 1951 and ‘52 with the Tigers. 

+ Was included in an eight-player trade on June 3, 1952, in which he, Dizzy Trout, Hoot 
Evers and Johnny Lipon were sent from the Tigers to Boston in exchange for Johnny 
Pesky, Walt Dropo, Bill Wight, Fred Hatfield and Don Lenhardt. 

+ Also played for the White Sox and Orioles before retiring in 1957. 

* Elected to the Hall of Fame in 1983 by the Veterans Committee. 

* Began broadcasting full-time after retiring as a player and, except for 1964, called 
Tiger baseball every year from 1959-96...retired from broadcasting in January, 1997.

+ Played his first three seasons in the big leagues for manager Ty Cobb and won his 
lone batting title in 1926 under Cobb's tutelage, batting .378...overtook Babe Ruth by 
going six-for-nine in a doubleheader on the last day of the season. 

+ In 1928, his second season with the St. Louis Browns, collected 241 hits, just 16 short 
of George Sisler's 1920 major league record...again batted .378 but lost the batting 
title by a single point to Washington's Goose Goslin. 

* Topped the 200-hit mark four times in his career...also posted 40 or more doubles five 
times, leading the league in 1928 and '29, and topped the AL with 17 triples in 1933, 

+ Finished as runner-up to Jimmy Foxx for the batting title in 1933 after hitting .336... 
was selected to his only All-Star Game in 1934. 

+ In 7,654 career at-bats, fanned just 345 times (never more than 30 times in a season). 

+ Was traded from Detroit to the St. Louis Browns on Dec. 2, 1927, along with Lu Blue 
in exchange for Chick Galloway, Elam Vangilder and Harry Rice. 

* Elected to the Hall in 1964 by the Veterans Committee.

Sparky’s Legacy 


Former Tiger manager Sparky Anderson completed his managerial career after the 
1995 season with @ Tigerrecard 1,331 victories, On the all-time victory list, Anderson's 
2,194 total wins ranks third behind only Hall of Famers John McGraw and Connie Mack. 
His total record of 2,194-1,834, including nine seasons and two World Championships as 


manager of the Cincinnati Reds, was good enough for a .545 career winning percentage, 
which ranks 10th all-time. 

Only the fourth manager in baseball history to manage 4,000 games, Anderson is also 
the only manager to hold the career victory record for two different franchises, to record 
100 victories in one season in both leagues, and manage teams from both leagues to a 
World Series title. 
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HAL NEWHOUSER LHP, 1939-53

The only pitcher in major league history to win back-to-back league MVP awards, Hal 

Newhouser, Detroit born-and-raised, was one of the most dominant pitchers of the 1940s. 

* Captured his first MVP award in 1944 after leading the majors with a 29-9 record and 
187 strikeouts...his 29 victories tied George Mullin's 1909 club record. 

* Named league MVP again the following season, becoming just the third AL pitcher to 
lead the entire major leagues in wins (25), strikeouts (212) and ERA (1.81) all in the 
same season....his 29 complete games, eight shutouts and 313.1 innings pitched also 
led the majors. 

+ Spent 15 of his 17 big-league seasons in a Tiger uniform and during that span was a 
seven-time All-Star, led the AL in victories four times, led the league in strikeouts and 
ERA twice each, and hurled back-to-back 300-inning seasons in 1944 and ‘45. 

* From 1944-48, won 20 or more games in four of the five years and rode his explosive 
fastball to a total of 118 wins, 107 complete games and 993 strikeouts...also allowed 
just 40 home runs and twice posted an ERA under 2.00 during that span. 

+ Retired in 1955 after two seasons as a reliever with Cleveland. 

* On July 27, 1997, he became the fourth Tiger to have his uniform number retired by 
the club (No. 16),

Major league ballparks. Wrigley Field ranks second with 9,836 homers. The first home run 
hit in Tiger Stadium came on May 5, 1912, by Del Pratt of the St. Louis Browns. Hank 
Greenberg hit 39 home runs at Tiger Stadium in 1938, the most by a Tiger player at home in 
a single season. Jimmie Foxx had the highest single-season total for a visitor in 1932 when 
he hit nine round-trippers at Tiger Stadium for the Philadelphia Athletics.

Since 1912, when Hall-of-Famer Sam Crawford registered the Tigers’ first inside-the- 
park home run at month-old Fenway Park in Boston, Detroit players have accounted for 40 
such roundtrippers. Crawford is the only Tiger ever to have two in the same season, also in 
4912, and the all-time club leader in inside-the-park homers |s Lou Whitaker, who had four 
during his long Tiger career. In 1956, Frank Lary became the only Tiger pitcher to post an 
inside-the-park homer on Opening Day versus the Athletics. Following is the Tigers’ all-time 
list of inside-the-park home runs, 25 of which have been accomplished in Detroit.

Guidelines for Media 


Credentials 

Credentials will be issued only to legitimate news-gathering agencies, 

* Season credentials will be issued only to those agencies that cover the Tigers on 
a regular basis...these credentials will be laminated and must be worn in a visible 
manner at all times. 

* Those not qualifying for season credentials will be considered for daily access. 

+ All requests for credentials must be made in writing on the letterhead of the 
representative organization. 

+ Deadline for requests are as follows: Season - March 9; Daily - one working day 
prior to the game requested. 

+ No spouses, guests or children of members of the media will be issued credentials. 

+ Credentials are not transferable. 

* Credentialed media are prohibited from requesting autographs on the field or in 
the clubhouse...all requests should be made through the Tigers’ Public Relations 
Department with any violation resulting in immediate revocation of the credential. 

* Daily credentials will be available at the Gate 15B Press Window two hours 
before the scheduled first pitch...earlier pick-up is handled in person through the 
Tigers’ Public Relations Department. 

* No credentials will be mailed. 


Media Entrance 
After picking up credentials, media may enter Tiger Stadium through any gate. 


Parking 
A limited number of parking spaces in Lot C (off Trumbull Ave. near Michigan) have 
been set aside for use by media on a daily basis. Please call the Tigers’ Public 
Relations office at least one day in advance to request placement on the daily 
parking list. 


Upper Press Box 

Take the elevator at Gate 15 to Level 4. Please contact a Tigers Public Relations 

representative for assistance with seating location. 

+ No photography is permitted from the upper press box without prior approval from 
the Tigers’ Public Relations Department. 

* Ten credit card/collect telephones are available for media use in the main press 
box and work room (in the back of the press box toward the third base side). 

* Game information packages will be available in the work room approximately 
three hours before the game...box scores, play-by-play sheets and postgame 
notes will be distributed in the main press box following the game. 


Broadcast Press Box 
Take the elevator at Gate 15 to Level 3, Exit the elevator and turn right, and the 
entrance is located at section 346. 
+ Only media credentialed for broadcast of the game will be permitted in the 
Broadcast Press Box, 
+ Game information packages will be distributed to each broadcast booth. 


Photo Cages

In-Game Field Access/Photo Wells 

Only those with credentials expressly permitting in-game field access will be

+ In-game access is limited to still photographers and rightsholders broadcasting 
the game. 

+ All photographers stationed on the home plate side of either dugout must be 
inside the photo wells at all times. 

* Photographers stationed on the outfield side of either dugout must stay between 
the white lines (painted on the walls between the field and seats). 

+ While the game is in progress, photographers on the field may only change 
location between innings. Those photographers on the field who change location 
at any other time without prior approval from the Tigers’ Public Relations 
Department are subject to immediate revocation of credentials. 

* No ball — in-play or dead — should be handled by anyone other than a ballboy.

* Open for meal service to accredited media members two hours before first pitch. 


Tickets

+ Requests should be made by 5 p.m. the day prior to the game requested. 
* Pick-up is located at Gate 15B (Media Will Call).

Tiger media guides and those of other teams are available in the press box from 
Tigers Public Relations personnel.

The legendary play-by-play man returns to the Tigers 
Radio Network for the first time since 1993 as he marks 
his 60th year in broadcasting.

+ Followed four years of World War Il Marine Corps duty by broadcasting games of 
the Southern Association's Atlanta Crackers baseball club.,.during his time in 
Atlanta he also worked The Masters golf tournament and Georgia Tech football. 

+ Was named play-by-play broadcaster for the Dodgers in 1948, his first major 
league appointment...was al the microphone for Bobby Thomson's historic playoff 
homer in 1951, marking the first coast-to-coast telecast of a major sporting event. 

+ After two seasons with the Dodgers, he moved on to play-by-play work for the 
Giants and Orioles before coming to Detroit in 1960. 

» Has worked with CBS Radio, serving as play-by-play man for Saturday afternoon 
“Game of the Week" and playoff broadcasts. 

+ Was the voice of the first American League Championship Series in 1969 on CBS 
Radio...has aired national broadcasts of three World Series and two All-Star 
Games. 

* Football credits include coverage of the New York Giants, Baltimore Colts and 
Brooklyn Dodgers pro clubs and Yale, Pittsburgh, Boston College, Fordham and 
Michigan State on the collegiate level.

In 1929, the Detroit Tigers became the first major league team ever to host Spring 
Training in the state of Arizona. Detroit spent just one spring in Phoenix before moving the 


team’s spring training site to Tampa, FL in 1930. The Tigers alternated sites over the next 
three seasons, training in both California and Texas, but the club returned to Florida in 1934 
and set up camp in Lakeland. With the exception of 1943-45, when World War || forced the 
club to train in Evansville, |N in the nation’s heartland, the Tigers have held Spring Training: 
in Lakeland every year since.

Mark Meleski begins his third season as manager of the 
Lakeland Tigers and his fourth within the Detroit organization in 
1999, 

Meleski directed Lakeland to an overall mark of 67-72 last 
season, In his first season managing the Tigers, Meleski led the

THE BATS: wo of the players that made it to the big leagues via Toledo helped the 
Mud Hens become the only team in baseball this season to have a duo hil for the cycle: 
Outfielder Andy Tomberlin did it for the Mud Hens against Richmond on Aprit 17 and infielder 
Frank Catalanotto hit for the cycle on July 19 against Buffalo. Infielder Gabe Alvarez, another 
player that made it to Detroit this season, was tied for the highest home run total in the minors 
(20) and ranked second in the International Leaque in RBI (58) at the time of his promotion to 
the big league club on June 22. Outfielder Pedro Swann had a solid year, leading Toledo's 
everyday players in hitting with a .291 average to go along with 15 homers and a club-leading 
66 RBI. Infielder Paul Faries also played well, appearing in a team-high 122 contests while 
batting .290 and stealing 33 bases, also tops on the team. Ira Smith equaled a team mark by 
coming up with five base hits in the team’s July 5 contest against Richmond, Catcher Javier 
Cardona went on a tear in mid-August. From August 14-19, Cardona smacked six home runs, 
including two multi-homer contests, 


THE ARMS: Pedro Martinez set a team record by appearing in 58 games, which tied 
for fourth in the International League. Denny Harriger proved he could go the distance, tying for 
second in the league with four complete games despite spending some time with the major 
league club this season. Harniger earned IL Pitcher of the Week honors for May 18-24 after 
blanking Ottawa on May 23 for Toledo's only shutout of the year. Kerry Taylor led the Mud Hens 
in wins with an 8-10 record, while Mike Drumright topped the squad with 154.0 innings pitched. 
Marino Santana was effective out of the bullpen compiling a 6-3 record with a 2.90 ERA. 
Santana, who appeared in 44 games before being recalled by the Tigers in September, led 
Tolado with 94 strikeouts in 68.1 innings. Oulfielder Earl Johnson provided a reliable glove for 
the Mud Hens. He did not commit an error in 73 consecutive games from April 10-August 2,

JACKSONVILLE, SUNS (AA) 


THE SEASON: The Suns came within a hair of sweeping both the first- and 
second-half titles in the Southern League's East Division after finishing with an overall record of 
86-54 (.614). After cruising to the first-half crown with an impressive 48-22 (,686) mark, the 
squad nearly repeated in the season's second half, falling just a game short of Knoxville for the 
tile with a 38-32 (.543) finish, The Suns made it to the finals in the SL playoffs for the second 
time in three years and Wound up as runners-up in the league to Mobile. Oulfielder Gabe 
Kapler and infielder Carlos Villalobos were named mid-season All-Stars in the Southern League 
and Kapler was named MVP of the league's All-Star contest. Righthanded pitcher Dave 
Borkowski, Kapler and outfielder Dave Roberts were named to the mid-season Double A All- 
Star squad as well, Kapler was selected to the league's post-season All-Star team along with 
catcher Robert Fick and infielder Jose Macias. 


THE BATS: The Suns were the top offensive team in the SL, compiling a collective 
club batting average of .290, the highest ever in the circuit, Kapler received a number of post- 
season honors for his record-setting accomplishments at the plate in '98. He was named Minor 
League Player of the Year by both USA Today and Baseball Weekly and picked up Tiger Minor 
League Player of the Year honors as weil as being chosen the Southern League MVP. Kapler 
led the league in two of the three Triple Crown categories, finishing first in homers (28) while 
pacing all of minor league baseball with 146 RBI to establish a new SL record. Kapler also 
batted .322 for the year, tops on the Suns’ roster, and he ranked fourth in the SL in hitting. He 
topped the SL in total bases (319), hits (176), doubles (47), extra-base hits (B1) and runs 
scored (113) as well, setting league records in both doubles (tied with teammate Robert Fick), 
extra-base hits and lolal bases. Third baseman Carlos Villalobos had a solid year, batting .320 
(fifth in the SL) with 18 homers and 80 RBI. Villalobos hit for the cycle on June 12 in.an 8-7 win 
against Huntsville. Fick, the Suns’ catcher, hit .318 (tied for sixth in the SL) with 18 homers and 
114 RBI (second only to Kapler in the league) and was named an honorable mention All-Star by 
Baseball Weekly. His hit total (164) ranked third in the circuit and he had the second-highest 
total for extra-base hits (71) trailing only Kapler. Fick also ranked third in the league in runs 
scored (101). Macias batted .305 with 12 homers, 10 triples and 71 RBI, while Alejandro Freire 
hit 275 with 16 homers and 78 RBI. Macias owned a 27-game hitting streak, the third-longest 
in the minors this season, from June 14-July 16, Glen Barker finished fifth in the SL with 31 
stolen bases. 


THE ARMS: As good as the hitting was at Jacksonville, the pitching was solid as well. 
The Suns had four pitchers finish with double-digit wins, including Brian Powell (10-2), wha 
advanced to the major league team in late June after posting 10 wins at Jacksonville, Dave 
Borkowski (16-7), David Darwin (12-6) and Clay Bruner (10-8) also reached double figures in 
wins, with Borkowski setting a new team record for victories in leading. all SL pitchers in that 
category. The 31 wins produced by Borkowski over the last two seasons are the most in the 
minor leagues over that stretch, Borkowski tossed three complete games, while Darwin and 
Powell had two complete games to their credit and Bruner added one on the year, Nick Skuse 
was 4-6 with 24.76 ERA and led the Suns in saves (13).

THE SEASON: The Tigers finished fifth in the Florida State League's West Division 
in the first half of the season With a record of 38-32 (.543) and the squad wound up seventh in 
the second half with a mark of 29-40 (.420). Overall, the squad finished the season just five 
games below the .500 mark at 67-72 (482).

THE SEASON: With a combined record of 175-96 (,646), only the New York 
Yankees have a better winning percentage than Wes! Michigan over the last two seasons. The 
Whitecaps wound up with an 83-57 (,593) overall record this year and won the first-half tille in 
the Midwest Leaque’s Eastern Division with a 43-29 (.597) mark. The squad finished second in 
its division in the second half with a mark of 40-28 (,588) and wound up winning the leaque 
crown in the playoffs. West Michigan defeated Michigan and Clinton in the first two rounds of 
the playoffs, then the squad claimed the league title by defeating Rockford in the best-of-five 
Championship playoffs, Outfielder Ryan Grimmett, righthanded pitchers Jose Castillo, Mark 
Persails and Greg Romo, as well as lefthanded pitcher Matt Miller, all received mid-season All- 
Star selections. Outfielder Rodney Lindsey was the only Whilecap named to the league's post- 
season All-Star team, 


THE BATS: Outfielder Alexis Zapata showcased his talents al the plate batting a 
team-high .298 (ninth in the league) and he also topped the Whitecaps with 11 home runs. 
Zapata, who drove in a league-leading 30 RBI in the month of August, earned Player of the 
Week honors in the league from August 2-8. During a seven-game stretch over thal same 
period, Zapata batted .640 with four homers, three doubles and 16 RBI. infielder Antuan 
Bunkley batted .297 on the year and drove in a team record 91 runs, Infielder Pedro Santana 
also established a new club mark, stealing 64 bases which ranked second in the league. 
Lindsey stole 60 bases (fourth in the league), despite missing the last month of the season due 
to injury. He led the ML in steals al the time of his injury. Outfielder Ryan Grimmett swiped 48 
bases and tied for Second in the league with 10 triples. 


THE ARMS: The Whilecaps sported the circuit's top pitching staff with a team ERA of 
only 3.01. Righthander Alan Webb (10-7, 2.93 ERA) led the league with 202 strikeouts, a new 
West Michigan record. Webb, the Tigers’ Minor League Pitcher of the Year, became the first 
Tiger pitcher at any level in 11 years to strike out more (han 200 batters in a season, The last 
Tiger pitcher to fan 200 or more batters was Jack Morris in 1987 (208), and the last Detroit 
minor leaguers to accomplish that feat were John Skulley (206, combined at Daytona Beach 
and Rocky Mount) and Michael Kilkenny (208 at Daytona Beach), who both topped 200 in 
1965, Webb, who earned honorable mention All-Star honors from Baseball Weekly, produced 
three complete games and two shutouts in 27 starts. He wound up third in the league with 
172.0 innings pitched, Righthander Craig Johnson (14-6, 2.79 ERA) tied for second in the ML in 
wins and ranked ninth in ERA. Righthander Jeff Weaver, Detroit's top pick in this year's draft, 
was 3-0 with a 0.88 ERA over seven starts for both the Whitecaps and Jamestown, including 
playoff games. Weaver struck out 57 batters, walked only five over that stretch and did not 
allow an earned run over 16,0 post-season innings for West Michigan, Righthanded reliever 
Jose Castillo recorded 28 saves, which ranked third in the league.

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THE SEASON: The Jammers placed third in the New York-Penn League's Stedler 
Division after posting a record of 32-43 (.427). The squad set a new single-season attendance 
mark this year with a total of 60,481 fans attending the Jammers' home games. 


THE BATS: Outfielder Antonio McKinney was the team's leading hitter with a 308 
average to go along with two homers, 17 RBI and 11 stolen bases. Infielder Ron Bush, Detroit's 
32nd-round selection in this year’s draft, also had a good year at the plate, batting .290 with 
four homers and 23 RBI. Catcher Brandon Inge, Detroit's second-round pick in the draft, led the 
club with eight homers and 10 doubles. Outfielder Bill Rich, a 10th-round draft pick, owned a 
.271 batting average while driving in a team-high 34 runs. Derek Besco, the Tigers’ 25th round 
pick, was second on the club with six homers and he had a great night at Erie on August 21, 
going 4-for-5 with a homer and two RBI, including the game-winning single in the 12th inning 
that gave the Jammers a 4-3 win. 


THE ARMS: Jamestown also became the launching pad for some of Detroit's top 
pitching prospects. Top draft choice Weaver began his pro career for the Jammers and so did 
lefthander Adam Pettyjohn, another second-round pick in this year’s draft who was 2-2 with a 
2.86 ERA in four games. Sixth-round selection Bob Sismondo, also a lefty, was 2-0 with a 0.71 
ERA and 19 strikeouts in 12,2 innings for the Jammers, Sismondo fanned 10 batters in his 
professional debut, as the Jammers downed Batavia, 5-4, on June 18. Lefthander Tom 
Koutrouba, the club's 24th-round pick, spun a one-hitter on July 6 against Pittsfield, 
surrendering only an infield single in the first inning in the win, Righthander Kris Keller led the 
club with eight saves and he did not allow a run in 10 games from July 1-27, earning three 
Saves over that stretch.

Lowry Remembered with 
Tigers’ Man of the Year Award 


The Detroit Tigers family suffered a tragic loss during the 1997 season when 
Jamestown Jammers manager Dwight Lowry collapsed and died suddenly at his home in 
_ Jamestown, NY, on July 10. 
Shortly after Lowry's death, the Tigers renamed their annual Player Development Man 
of the Year Award in his honor. 


Lowry, ‘who was 39 at the time of his death, had been tabbed the club's inaugural 
Player Development Man of the Year In 1996 after leading the Class A Fayetteville 
Generals to a second-half division title and South Atlantic League post-season berth, 

Lowry was In his fourth season as a manager in the Tigers’ minor league system, and 
he had also spent parts of four seasons as a player with Detroit, including the 1984 World 
Championship campaign. Lowry is survived by his wife Pamela and children Sesilie, 
Amanda and Zachaty. 


_.GULE-COAST TIGERS (ROOKIE) 


THE SEASON: Offense was the strong suit of the GCL Tigers in 1998. The squad 
placed third in the Gulf Coast League Northem Division with a record of 28-32 (.467). Two 
players, outfielder Richard Gomez and infielder Matt Boone, were named to the GCL post- 
season All-Star squad. 


THE BATS: With a collective 274 batting average, the club emerged as the second- 
best hitting team in the 14-team league. The Tigers finished the season ranked third in the 
league with a total of 310 runs scored. The team also ranked fifth in the circuit with 100 stolen 
bases on the year. Gomez ranked fifth in the GCL with a .333 average in 47 games, He led the 
league with a 562 slugging percentage and ranked second with 40 RBI. He was also third in 
the GCL with a 426 on-base percentage. From July 15-August 11, Gomez batted .387 (24-for- 
62) over 19 games and he drove in runs in eight consecutive games from July 11-22. infielder 
Matt Boone also had a solid year, batting .293 (ninth in the GCL) with five homers and 29 RBI. 
He actually led the club with 56 hits on the year. Infielder Leo Daigle batted .308 over 36 games 
for the Tigers and catcher Max Si. Pierre posted a .385 average in 31 games. 


THE ARMS: Righthanded pitcher Calvin Chipperfield, the Tigers’ 14th-round pick in 
this year's draft, was 3-2 with a 3.10 ERA and he fanned 69 batters in 52.1 innings of work. His 
strikeout total tied for second in the GCL. Righthander Lescano Lima posted a record of 5-3 
with a 4.70 ERA, but he struck out 66 batters in 59.1 innings. Lefthander Tommy Marx, the 
Tigers’ third-round draft pick from Brother Rice High School, was 1-3 with a 4.29 ERA in 12 
starts. Lefthander Rikki Johnston, an Australian prospect, was 2-4 with a 4.71 ERA in his first 
pro season, Righthander Luis Diaz (2-2, 2.91 ERA) ranked second in the GCL, appearing in 25 
games and righthander Alfredo Santana led the club with four saves on the year.

Tigers Win Organization of the 
Year Awards in 1997 


Both Howe Sportsdata International, the official statistical service of minor league 
baseball, and Baseball America magazine each named the Detroit Tigers the Organization 
of the Year in 1997. 

The major league Tigers’ impressive 26-win improvement over the 1996 season was 
cited by both Howe and Baseball America as a major factor in winning the Organization of 
the Year honor. 

The club's increased focus on player development also played a role in winning the 
awards, however. In the spring of 1996, Baseball America rated the Tigers’ minor league 
system as the second-worst in all of baseball. But over the next two seasons Detroit's farm 
system made a dramatic tumaround, 

\n 1997, the Tigers’ six minor league affiliate teams posted a combined record of 
363-320 for a .534 winning percentage. That mark was fifth-best among the 30 major 
league clubs (including Tampa Bay and Arizona). 

Detroit joined the Atlanta Braves as the only clubs in baseball to win Organization of the 
Year honors from both Howe and Baseball America in the same season. 

Baseball America also named the Tigers’ Class A Midwest League affiliate, the West 
Michigan Whitecaps, as the publication's Team of the Year in 1997 after producing a record 
of 92-39, the best mark in all of minor league baseball,

The Tigers first played at Lakeland’s Joker Marchant Stadium in 1966, 


The Detroit Tigers return to Spring Training in 1999 for their 63rd season in Lakeland 
and their 34th at Joker Marchant Stadium. 

The Tigers first trained in Lakeland in 1934 at Henley Field before moving a mile north 
to Marchant Stadium in 1966. 

Marchant Stadium was named in honor of the late Joker Marchant, Lakeland’s former 
parks and recreation director. The all-concrete grandstand of the stadium was built by the 
City of Lakeland at a cost of $500,000 and originally seated 4,900 spectators. Expansion 
projects from the early 1970's to the present time have brought the current capacity to 
7,100 seats. Included in the renovation process was a $160,000 light installation project 
enabling the first night game to be played in 1972. In 1994, a food and picnic plaza was 
constructed behind the stands for the convenience of the fans. 

Adjacent to the 12-acre tract on which the stadium is situated is Tiger Town, the 
Tigers’ minor league training site since 1953. A three-story dormitory provides housing for 
190 players and coaches. It was dedicated in 1971 and named in honor of the late John 
Fetzer, former owner and president of the Detroit Tigers. A new administration building, 
cafeteria and recreation center were constructed in 1993 to complete the Tiger Town 
renovation. 

Several changes were also made to the clubhouse building at Marchant Stadium 
during the 1997-98 off-season. Several executive offices and a large suite were added to 
the complex as well as offices for both the home and visiting managers. The locker room 
and laundry areas were also expanded at that time. 

The Tigers have trained exclusively in Lakeland since 1934, except for a |hree-year 
wartime sabbatical to Evansville, IN, from 1943-45. The association between the Detroit 
Tigers and the City of Lakeland remains the longest-lasting relationship between a major 
league baseball team and a current Spring Training host city. 

In 1997, the Tigers drew their two largest crowds in Marchant Stadium history. Detroit 
drew its largest crowd of 7,374 on March 15 against the New York Yankees, and on 
March 26 there were 7,359 fans on hand to see the Tigers tangle with the Cleveland 
Indians. 

The Tigers’ record at Marchant Stadium is 251-207-7 and 1,933,567 fans have paid to 
see Tiger Grapefruit League games since the park opened.
